ENGLAND'S AGED ADMIRAL. 


Sir Frovo TTaUIs Has Been Going to Sea 


and Kishtlog; lor Eighty-seven \'e»r*- 
Sir Provo "William. Parry TValiis, the 


senior Admiral of the Britisli fleet, cel- 
ebrated Hs hundredth birthday on 
Sundav last, aud is still ia the service. 
In no other "country in the world \\oold 
sucli a thing be possible, and it bas 
never occurred ia England before- _The 
old man is still hale and hearty and,_to 
sll appearacces, likely to enjoy life for 
50EO.e tiaie lorger. He has dra-arn pay 
froni the navy^or ninety-six years, has 
been actually ia the service for ninety 
of these, and it is eighty-seven years 
since he first vent to tea.

-ttben that frigate defeated the Chesa-

Superintendent Porter, of the Census 


Bureau, has in preparation and will 
soon issue a bulletin upon the member- 
ship of the Roman Catholic Church m 
the United States by States and coun- 
ties. The bulletin will show that the 
membership now numbers 6,25o>ooo 
communicants over fifteen years of age. 
This minimum limit of age to fifteen 
years will be adhered to :n the statis- 
tics of other churches which are in 
course of preparation. 


A French Nun has bequeathed soo,- 


ooo francs to the Academy of Science 
at Paris to constitute a prize to be giv- 
en to anyone who shall discover any 
means of communicating with "anoth- 
er world, planet or star." Having 
made her bequest known, and receiv- 
ing a reply concerning it, she suggests 
that the planet Mars would be the 
most convenient heavenly body to try 
for. 
If the French Academy of Sci- 


ence declines to receive the custody of 
this bequest, it is to be offered to the 
Academy of Arts and Science at Milan, 
and if rejected by that faculty the offer 
is to be transferred to the scientists at 
New York. 


A serious and probably fatal accident 


occurred Saturday night at Seven Val- 
ley, York county,on the Northern Cen- 
tral Railway. Jacob Smyser and Harry 
Topper, of York, and A. Lau, of Seven 
Valley, were returning from a picnic 
in a buggy. They attempted to cross 
the railroad tracks ahead of the north- 
bound accommodation train. The en- 
gine struck the buggy, completely de- 
molishing it. The horse escaped in- 
jury. 
Topper who was carried some 


distance, had his scalp almost torn off, 
and was terribly braised about the body. 
Lau received serious internal injuries, 
and he, together with Topper, is in a 
dangerous condition. Smyser received 
only a few severe bruises. 


Albert Rufner, a hod-carrier em- 


ployee on a new building at Scranton 
overloaded his hod Monday afternoon. 
When he stepped upon the improvised 
elevator, which was to carry him to the 
top floor, the hod caused him to lose 
his balance and he fell through to the 
cellar, fully sixty feet, alighting in a 
sitting posture. When examined at the 
hospital it could not be found that he 
had sustained even a serious injury, 
though he suffers severely from the 
shock. 


The great salt basin at Salton, Ari- 


zona, is reported to be rapidly filling 
up with fresh water from a subterran- 
ean passage believed to connect with 
the Colorado river. 
If that is the case 


the desert will be converted into a lake 
400 feet deep and over fifty miles long, 
and the Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks will be submerged for neaily 
100 miles. 


Four murderers, James J. Slocuns, 


Harris A. Smiler, white, Joseph Wood, 
colored, and Shibuya Jugiro, Japanese, 
were put to death by electricity at an 
early hour Tuesday morning in Sing 
Sing prison, N. Y. Physicians who 
were present say the men suffered no 
pain and they express themselves as 
certain that electroihany is more hu- 
mane than hanging. 


Charles Wales, the p-year-old son of 


Thomas Wales, a prominent citizen of 
Fawn township, York county, with a 
number of companions, went bathing 
in John Anderson's dam on Sunday. 
Young Wales was seized with cramps 
and was drowned before assistance 
could reach him. 


Commissioner Barry,of Grand Forks, 


N. D., has returned from the grasshop- 
per district, which he states is increas- 
ing in area. The hoppers are begin- 
ning to hatch on lowlying lands and 
are coming out rapidly. Many farm- 
ers in the vicinity of Orr are catching 
from five to ten bushels per day. 


Portions of Laramle count}', Wyom- 


ing, are covered with grasshoppers. A 
strip of land ten miles wide and ex- 
tending in a southeasterly direction 
across the entire county is completely 
hidden from view by grasshoppers. As 
5-et they have done no damage tocrojs 
or grass, being too young. 


Near Charleston, W. Va., on Satur- 


day, a tram went down through a tres- 
tle 35 feet high, and fifteen persons 
killed and nearly sixty injured. The 
timbers had been weakened by a fire 
during the night unknown to the train- 
men.

Ten Killed by a Cyclone. 


A great cyclone swept Southeln 


Louisiana and Mississippi Monday, 
accompanied by a number of tornadoes 
which inflicted heavy loss of life and 
property. 
The worst news comes from 


the capitol city of Baton Rouge, where 
a cyclone demolished the State peni- 
tentiary and a portion of the residence 
section, with heavy loss of life. 
The 


storm came fiom the direction of Gal- 
veston, narrowly missing New Orleans. 
It swept northward, aboift on a line 
with Bayou Lefourche, cutting down 
all the wires between there and Texas. 


The tornado formed wrecked its 


vengeance on the penitentiary at the 
capital, a part of which it threw to the 
ground, killing ten men, fatally injur- 
ing six and thirty more were less se- 
riously injured. 


The tornado crossed the Mississippi six 


miles below Baton Rouge, striking the 
tugboat Smoky City, of Pittsburg, 
which was en route from New Orleans 
to Pittsburg with a tow of empty 
barges. The entire upper structure of 
the tu£ was destroyed, and all of the 
eight barges was lost. Five of the 
crew were struck by flying splinters and 
injured, and a colored fireman was 
knocked from the tug into the river 
and drowned. 


The tornado continued its course on 


to Baton Rouge, on the eaat side of the 
river, sweeping through several planta- 
tions, cutting down corn and injuring 
the cane. Near Baton Rouge it split 
into tu-o sections, one going east and 
the other one northeast, striking the 
lower portion of the city of Baton 
E.ouge that fronts on the Mississippi. 


Baton Rouge is situated mainly upon 


a bluff about forty-five feet high; below 
that bluff and fronting the Mississippi 
is a low portion of the city known as 
Catfishtown and Spanishtown, where 
the lumber mills and steamboat stores 
are situated, and where a large portion 
of the poorer people live. 
Through 


this district and the eastern portion of 
the city, the residence section of the 
town, the tornado swept, cutting a path 
three hundred feet or so wide in a di- 
agonal line across from the southwest 
to the northwest, tearing up immense 
tress and carrying beams many blocks. 


It struck the levee front, destroying 


a brick works. Then it swept down 
Union street in Spanishtown, destroy- 
ing every building on it, and thence 
through the residence sections, mowing 
down stores and residences, among 
them the Governor's mansion, recent- 
ly purchased by the State of Louisiana 
as an official residence for the Govern- 
or and occupied jointly by him, State 
Treasurer Piper, and Commissioner of 
State Lands Lanier. Probably a third 
of the houses in Catfishtown were de- 
stroyed, unrooted or seriously injured. 
Strange as it may seem, although the 
streets were filled with flying timbers, 
no one was killed, and only six per- 
sons were injured in the town outside 
of the penitentiary. 


The steamer Kinloch and thesleim- 


er Dunholme collided z>ff Dover, Eng., 
at 2 o'clock Monday morning and two 
minutes later the Dunholme sunk, and 
seventeen of the persons aboard of her 
at the time of the collision are missing. 
The Kinloch has landed part of the 
sunken steamer at Gravesend. 
The 


bows of the Kinloch were completely 
smashed, and but one ma^t of the Dun 
holme remains visible above the sur- 
face of the water. 


The crew of a schooner which has 


arrived at Sydney, N. S. W., from 
New Zealand tell of the terrible suffer- 
ings of the crew of the Bark Compa- 
dre, which caught fire at sea. 
A fear- 


ful hurricance cleared her deck of ev- 
erything which it was possible to wash 
away. In this helpless condition she 
drove upon a ridge of rocks off the 
Auckland Islands. Her crew manag- 
ed to swim ashore and there they re- 
mained for 103 days suffering terrible 
privations and being reduced to a 
state bordering on starvation. 


Officers made a raid on a camp of 


tramps in a woods near Lititz, Lan- 
caster county, on Tuesday, and suc- 
ceeded in capturing fifteen of the band. 
Chickens, beef, and provisions of all 
kinds were lying about in profusion, 
giving every evidence that the maraud- 
ers were living on the fat of the land. 
This gang have been preying on the 
northern section of the county for some 
months, and nearly all the numerous 
robberies in that and Lebanon and 
Berks counties are attributed to them.^

Mrs. Chas. G. Herman and chil- 


dren, of Philadelphia, are visiting in 
Hanover. Mr. Herman, a native of 
Hanover, and at one time a resident 
of this place, is still in Nicaragua, 
South America, where he is employed 
by that government as superintendent 
of rolling stock, machinery and shops 
of their railroads. He has been there 
nearly a year and is greatly pleased 
\vith the country, the climate, etc., 
and will in all probability make Nicar- 
agua his future home. He writes of 
the variety, abundance and perfection 
of fruits, the numerousness of queer 
birds, parrots, monkeys, deer, bear, 
wild boar, snakes, lizzards, alligators, 
and other wonderful reptiles, and says 
every day he sees something interest- 
ing and (to him) amusing. He is en- 
joying exceptionally good health. The 
inhabitants are principally Spanish 
people—only a few Americans—and 
Mr. Herman says he has learned to 
talk Spanish "like a Major." 


During the storm Friday evening at 


York Haven, a bolt of lightning struck 
Mr. John Patapher, who was standing 
outside of his house, leaving him in a 
paralyzed condition. 
It entered the o^s. 


open window and in passing through 
the kitchen struck Eliza Zeigler with 
such force that it threw her upon the 
hot stove; which burned her. The 
fluid passed out the kitchen and struck 
Mr. Ludwig's artesian well drill about 
one hundred yards distant, upsetting 
and damaging it, and then jumped 
about fifty yards distant and struck a 
bag of rye grain, setting it on fire and 
burning it up. 


A wild hog has for weeks past been 
mmitting extensive ravages in the 


eastern end of Lancaster county. A 
number of attempts have been made 
to capture it, but they proved unsuc- 
cessful until Wednesday. That mom- 
ing his trail: was discovered near Lan- 
dis Valley, and it was taken up by 
half a dozen armed horsemen. He 
gave them a lively chase for nearly ten 
miles, but was finally surrounded in a 
field. He showed fight, but a rope 
was passed around his body and he 
was finally captured alive.

Ten Killed by a Cyclone, 


A great cyclone swept Southern 
Louisiana 
and 
Mississippi Monday, 
accompanied by a number of tornadoes 
which inflicted heavy loss of life and 
prciperty. 
The worst news comes from 
the Capitol city of Baton Rouge, where 
a cyclone demolished the State i^eni- 
tentiary and a portion of the residence 
section, with heavy loss 0/ life. 
The 
storm came fiom the direction of Gal- 
veston, narrowly missing New Orleans. 
It swept northward, aboiJt on a line 
with Bayou Lefourche, culling down 
all the wires between there and Texas. 


The tornado formed wrecked 
its 
vengeance on the penitentiary at the 
capital, a part of which it threw to the 
ground, killing ten men, fatally injur- 
ing six and thirty more were less se- 
riously injured. 


The tornado crossed the Mississippi six 
miles below Baton Rouge, striking the 
tugboat 
Smoky 
City, of 
Pittsburg, 
which was en route from New Orleans 
to Pittsburg with a tow of 
empty 
barges. 
The entire upper structure of 
the tug was destroyed, and all of the 
eight 
barges was lost. 
Five of the 
crew were struck by flying splinters and 
injured, and a colored fireman was 
knocked from the tug into the river 
and drowned. 


The tornado continued its course on 
to Baton Rouge, on the east side of the 
river, sweeping through several planta- 
tions, cutting down corn and injuring 
ihe cane. 
Near Baton Rouge it split 
into two sections, one going east and 
the other one northeast, striking the 
lower portion of the city of Baton 
Rouge that fronts on the Mississippi. 


Baton Rouge issituaied mainly upon 
a bluff about forty-five feet high; below 
that bluff and fronting the Mississippi 
is a low poriion of the city known as 
Catfishtown and Spanishtown, where 
the lumber mills and steamboat stores 
are situated, and where a large portion 
of the poorer people live.

"Miss Josephine Lazarus publishes in 
Century 
a thoughtful sketch of the 
caroer of Louisa May Aleotfc, tho chil- 
dren's author from which we quote these 
paragraphs: 


Strangely enough, in nor works,which 
are tho counterpart of hor life, her de- 
fect becomes a merit, and acoountsfor 
their phenomenal success.

it in Miss Aloott's books that surprised 
and delighted the children of a score of 
years ago, and that still holds its charm 
for tho childhood of to-day?

Whether or not the picture, so 
true to the life, ''is she had lived it, will 
remain true and vital for all times can- 
not now 1)0 determined. For the litera- 
ture cf children, 
no less than for our 
own, a higher gift may be needed; more 
finish, and le^n of the 'rough-and-ready,' 
of every-day habit and existence; above 
all perhaps, a larger generalization and 
suggestion, and tho touch of things un- 
seen as well as things familiar. 


But whatever tho fate of her books, 
Miss Alcott deserves tho niche she has 
won, and the monument built for her iu 
the record of a life which is a protest 
against the doubts of the age—the fear 
that duty may have lost its sway aud 
character its foundation, and that happi- 
ness is the sole measure aud rtile of 
living.

The crane invariably selects a 
willow tree, the lower part of which is 
under water—and there are abundance 
of such at this time of the year—as jf its 
instinct taught it to guard against preda- 
tory land animals.

about eighteen inches in diameter, and 
in that it composes its long legs and 
curious body to tho patient duty ot hatch- 
ing out the twin eggs.
